trative duties now performed by the AAA; during the process of 
these negotiations he will coordinate with the President, Secre- 
tary, and Editors, and other officers of the SfAA as deemed ap- 
propriate; and a contract or contracts will be prepared for con- 
sideration by the Executive Committee at a special meeting in 
summer of 1983 to be convened by the President at the mutual 
convenience of its members. 

Inasmuch as the SfAA officers and Executive Committee are 
committed to the preservation and maintenance of the AAA as 
the central locus of anthropology in the United States and its 
functions linking together the diverse segments of the discipline, 
a committee to be appointed by the President of SfAA will 
develop proposals for a structural framework that will ensure or 
develop professional relations between the SfAA and the AAA 
and other anthropological societies which will further the unity 
of anthropology as a discipline; the models will be presented for 
consideration by the SfAA Executive Committee at the special 
meeting in summer of 1983. 

The President of SfAA will continue to coordinate and cooperate 
with other anthropological societies and their officers on matters 
relating to both elements of the dual endeavor.

President Padfield called for discussion from the Council of 
Fellows regarding this action, noting that a referendum on the 
issue of administrative services was not necessary according to 
our bylaws but that full discussion and consideration of im- 
plications was important. Several fellows spoke seeking 
clarification of wording and praising the Executive Committee 
for a thorough investigation and presentation of the issues and 
alternatives. 


There being no further discussion on this issue, President 
Padfield thanked outgoing members of the Executive Commit- 


tee with whom he had worked and turned the gavel over to the 
new President, Sue-Ellen Jacobs. 


New Business 


President Sue-Ellen Jacobs accepted the gavel from Harland 
Padfield and conducted the remainder of the business meeting. 
President Jacobs called for a round of applause for a job well 
done by Padfield, who now becomes Past-President. President 

acobs remarked on Padfield’s efficient handling of the 
various issues involved in the AAA proposed reorganization 
and merger matters and the excellent work done by the Fellows 
delegated by Padfield to address specific problems. She 
reminded those in attendance of the need to continue our ex- 
amination and consideration of those problems as well as that 
of the current legal status of the SfAA. 

Jacobs then called for further business from the floor. There 
being none, she reminded those present of the forthcoming 
1984 Annual Meeting in Toronto and noted that the Executive 
Committee had voted to accept an invitation from Norwegian 
applied social and behavioral scientists to hold the next 
meeting outside the United States, in 1987, in their country. 

The meeting was adjourned at 5:45 p.m.
